““This part of‘the field has
never been developed for avia-
tion purposes,” Welch explained,
“and would in no way interfere
with airport plans of either the
City of Torrance or the Civil
Air Patrol.” The city has a
bid "pending for lease or pir-
chase’of the entire 498acre strip.
